TAI aims for more satellites soon

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
_ Following the successful lannch- 
ing of Offeg-1 on- Tuesday, Israel 
Aircraft Industries hopes to build 
additional satellites as soon as it can 
find the funding, says Moshe Keret, 
the company's managing director. 

In an interview with The Jerusa- 
lem Post on Tuesday Keret insisted, 
however, that no concrete plans 
were on the agenda, even thou 
LAI had successfully faunched Isra- 
el's first “experimental” satellite 
into space just one day before. 

For IAI. which is still licking its 
wounds over the trauma οὗ the Lavi 
jet fighter cancellation, the Offeq-1 
— the satellite launched on Monday, 
amidst great fanfare — was just what 
the doctor had ordered. 

“I feel very good today, indeed.” 
said Keret. “It was definitely a great 
day for LAI and for all Israeli indus- 
try ~ an achievement of the highest 
order of magnitude.” 

Will the Offeq-1 help Israel's larg- 
est company recover from the Lavi 
debacle? “To an extent, yes," said 
Keret. “It certainly gives us back 
our prestige in the technological 
sphere, and it will definitely 
Strengthen our international 
standing.” 

Still. he noted. the disciplines in- 
volved in building a combat plane 
and in developing a satellite are en- 
tirely different. Although satellites 
will never become LAI's main line of 
business, “it is a market which will 
grow at a rapid pace in the coming 
years.” 

Does IAI intend launching anoth- 
er satellite as soon as the Offeq 
burns up? “We're not the Russians 
here.” Jaughed Keret. “We don't 


send off satellites every month.” 
First, he said, the outcome of this 
launch will have to be be- 
fore plans are made for the next 
Step, and money will have to Lz 
Taised. Since the early 1960s, when 
the Shavit-II rocket was launched, 
the country has spent about $190m 
on the development of the satellite — 
about $5 million a year in the 19605, 
310m. a year in the 1970s, and 
330m. a year over the past five 
years. Keret said that in its role as 
primary contractor, LAI financed 
most of the project on its own. 


Round and round 


The Offeg-1 satellite had suc- 
cessfully completed 40 revolu- 
tions around the globe by last 
c.ght, since being launched at 
13:32 on Monday morning. “Ev- 
erything is working just great,” 
said Doron Susslig, Israel Ait- 
craft Industries’ Director of 
Communication. : 

He added that scientists at 
MBT Systems and Space Tech- 
nology plant, which is part of 
IAT's electronics division, have 
been “receiving alt signals as 
expected.” 

The satellite's low point, he 
said, has been about 245 kms and 
its high point, 1155 kilometers. 
Described as an “experimental” 
Satellite by LAI, it main contrac- 
tor, and the Israel Space Agen- 
cy, its promoter, the Offeq-1 will 
have a life-span of about one 
month and will burn up as it re- 
enters the atmosphere.

WASHINGTON -- A bipartisan 
group of prominent. American. for- 
eign policy experts has recommend- 
ed that the next U.S. administration 
give a higher priority to bringing 
peace to the Middle East. 

They warned that the Isracli-Pal- 
estinian conflict “has now become a 
chronic problem, rendering peace- 
making. both more urgent and more 
difficult.”.” 

In a lengthy report the experts 
also noted that the overall Arab- 
Israeli conflict “now threatens to be- 
come increasingly dangerous and 
volatile” as a result of the escalating 
arms race in the region. 

“Stabilizng the ongoing conflict 

- between Israel and the Arab states 
will need to be a higher priority for 
the next administration than it has 
been in previous years,” it said. 
“Another Arab-Israeli war contains 
far greater geo-strategic conse- 

for the United States than a 
continuation of the Palestinian up- 
rising. The risk of such a war has 
now increased significantly as a re- 
sult of the Middle East arms race 
which has entered a new, destabiliz-

Heat makes 
Yom Kippur 
fast harder

A very hot Yom Kippur ended 
yesterday evening, but there were 
few heat casualties except in the Ne- 
gev where 17 people fainted, includ- 
ing the cantor at Beersheba’s Siru- 
ma synagogue. 

One serious incident was report- 
ed, whiz thousands of policemen, 
security service personnel and 
MDA medical crews remained on 
alert. 

A Migdal Ha’emek woman was 
badly injured on Yom Kippur eve as 
the car in which she was taking her 
sick son to hospital was stoned. 

The assault took place at 11 p.m 
Tuesday. near the swimming pool in 
Afula, on the way to Ha’emek hos- 
pital. Batsheva Tselik, 29, and her 
husband Avraham , who is a police 
officer, tried to rush their sick son to 
hospital in their Fiat 127. As the 
vehicle approached the swimming 
pool, stones were hurled, smashing 
one of the car's windows and break- 
ing Mrs. Tselik's jaw. She was 
rushed in serious condition to Ha’e- 
mek hospital, and then, after pre- 
liminary diagnosis, to Rambam hos- 
pital in Haifa. A regional police 
spokesman said that there were two 


. other cases of stoning in Afula on 


the way to Kibbutz Yizre'el. No- 
body was injured during these at- 
tacks. Police are investigating. but 
no suspects have been arrested. 

On this Sabbath of Sabbaths, 
when the whole country seems to 
resemble an Orthodox neighbour- 
hood on any ordinary Sabbath, driv- 
ing anywhere was dangerous. On 
Tuesday at 11.15 p.m an ambulance 
was stoned on Sokolov street in 
Bnei Brak.

BEIRUT - Lebanon's factional 
leaders scrambled against the 
clock last night to find a compro- 
mise presidential candidate for 
today's scheduled election, be- 
fore the Christian-led army and 
Lebanese Forces militia try to 
fill the political vacuum by ἃ mil- 
itary coup. 

The crisis could invite a new 
Syrian military venture in Leba- 
non - both to head off a Chris- 
tian grab for power and avert 
renewed civil war. 

The Lebanese capital was 
tense yesterday as a car bomb 
killed three and injured 3U in 
East Beirut, and gunfire erupted 
around the entrance to the par- 
liament building in the western 
Moslem sector. 

The Christian commander of the 
Lebanese Army, Gen. Michel 
Aoun, said the army would take 
over the country, tomorrow if parlia- 
ment fails to elect a new president. 
Samir Geagea, head of the largest 
Christian militia. the Lebanese 
Forces, approved the takeover plan 
in a meeting yesterday with Aoun, 

An army communique quoted 
Aoun as saying. “If no president is 
elected by Sept. 23. 1 declare that 
we shall be the authority after this 
day.~ 

Meanwhile, outgoing President 
Amin Gemayel met President Hafez

Rangoon coup leader 
named prime minister 


RANGOON, Burma (AP) -- Coup 
leader Gen. Saw Maung was named 
prime minister yesterday,and the 
government acknowledged that 
troops trying to maintain law and 
order killed scores of civilians in the 
past two days. 

Pro-democracy demonstrators 
stayed off the streets yesterday for a 
second straight day following the 
harsh crackdown. 

Saw Maung, who holds the de- 
fence and foreign affairs portfolios, 
was selected prime minister by the 
nine-member governing council 
named Tuesday, state radio report- 
ed. Most of the council members are 
Saw Maung’s military cronies and 
helped him oust President Maung 
Maung in Sunday’s coup. 

He became the impoverished na- 
tion’s fourth government leader in 
the past two months of chaos trig- 
gered by widespread demonstra- 
tions against 26 years of authoritar- 
ian tule. ; 

Troops killed 67 people. wounded 
34 and arrested 100 “in course of the 
government's law and order restora- 
tion work" in Rangoon and three 
other areas. government spokesman 
Kyaw San told reporters. 


Kyaw San said he had no know!l- 
edge of a rumored sweep by authori- 
ties against student leaders who 
spearheaded the pro-democracy 
protest. 

The government spokesman list- 
ed eight separate incidents in Ran- 
goon during a 20-hour period begin- 
ning Tuesday morning in which 57 
people died as troops broke up 
mobs looting government ware- 
houses and a biscuit factory. 

The latest tally brought the offi- 
cial death toll since the coup to 144, 
although some Western diplomats 
in Rangoon believe at least 40U peo- 
ple have been killed in the Burmese 
capital alone, many when troops 
opened fire on largely unarmed pro- 
testers Monday. 

One diplomat, speaking on condi- 
tion of not being identified, said 
army trucks loaded with bodies were 
seen after the height of the shooting. 

“At Rangoon General Hospital, 
there were 200 corpses on Monday 


night, and that was only one hespi- 


tal.” he said. 

Troops conducted house-to-house 
searches in the heart of Rangoon 
yesterday following an attack 
against City Hall.

THE Olympic Games and the high holiday 
period have one thing in common: they have 
effectively set back the starting date for put- 


ting the Knesset election campaign into top- 


gear. The political parties and strategists who 
guide them do not wish to exhaust their pro- 
paganda armouries while the electorate has its 
attention deflected elsewhere. 

Yet an unusual characteristic of this elec- 
tion season. traceable perhaps to the fact that 
the two major parties are joined in govern- 
ment, has already emerged. The two parties 
are bravely addressing economic matters, 
while ducking behind ambiguous sloganeering 
on political issues. 

In the past, the pattern was generally re- 
versed. The government in power, with 1981 
the most notorious example, would engage in 
deliberate “election economics” in order to 
persuade the voters they never “had it so 
good.” But on political matters, the lines 
would be sharply drawn with the two parties 
striving to articulate the substance of their 
policy differences. 

But in 1988 we have a Likud finance minis- 
ter who dares to call for a reduction in subsi- 
dies on basic goods in the midst of the cam- 
paign and a Histadrut secretary general who 
dares to state publicly that there is no option 
but massive dismissals in many Histadrut- 
owned finns. : 

Presumably, this is not merely a matter of 
courage. Behind it there also lies the convic- 
tion that acting and talking on the basis of 
economic truths does not of necessity alienate 
voters, but on the contrary elicits respect. For 
it is an appeal to reason, not passion. It means 
treating the voters not as spectators to a cir- 
cus, anxious to be titillated, entertained, and 
manipulated by assorted stunts and stuntmen, 
but as a serious audience anxious to be ad- 
dressed as a responsible citizenry, 

Unfortunately, this approach has yet to be 
employed by the major parties regarding the 
central political questions facing the nation. 
There obfuscation prevails. The Likud is re- 
verting to its old tactic of a personal smear 
campaign against Shimon Peres, and instead 
of emphasizing its Greater“ Israel ideology, 
which closes all doors to the possibility of 


diplomacy, invokes the euphemism of autone- 
my as if that meant a different and negotiable 
commodity. 

Labour, for its part, still clings to the slo-. 
gans of territorial compromise and negotia- 
tions in an international conference, as if King 
Hussein, for whom the conference idea was 
solely designed, had not resigned from his 
Palestinian portfolio. 

Neither party has a policy to pre-empt ex- 
pected PLO political initiatives or to counter 
them when they occur. Instead, absorbed by 
putting down the uprising in the territories as 
if this were an exercise in riot control, they 
both the voters to believe their joint 
claims that when the uprising is contained 
either King Hussein or “moderate” Palestin- 
fans in the territories will step forward to 
negotiate. Negotiate what? Territorial com- 
promise for Labour, autonomy for the Likud. 

Tt is not surprising that as the major parties 
peddle such outdated wares, extremist solu- 
tions, like expelling all the Arabs from the 
territories, gain a foothold in the popular 
mind. Such desperate ideas reflect a rising 
national frustration. They certainly do not 
arise from any weakening in Israel's objective 
deterrent capacity. The launching of Offeq-I 
is only the latest proof of the country’s strength. 
Rather this frustration is nourished by the 
very inability of the two major parties and 
their leaderships to put forward coherent poli- 
cies that make sense to the public. 

Another consequence of this failure is to 
deepen cynicism about the parties and the 
democratic political process. For if the voter 
believes that the party platforms are merely 
contrived, then he can also conclude that, for 
the politicians, being elected is an end in 
itself. It is this feeling which leads some voters 
to want to cast their ballots for the small 
parties, of whatever complexion. And this 
threat only causes the two big parties to fur- 
ther dilute their messages. 

Originally, the coming election was billed as 
a decisive determinant of the country’s future. 
That it no doubt remains. But the two princi- 


. pal parties slated to steer the country into that 


future have yet to match their election debate 
with the billing.

“In the days of Paul VI. there was both a 
back door and a frant door to the pope, and 
the front door. through Benelli, was the 
more important,” asserts ἃ Roman student 
of the Curia.

“Not learning is the main 
thing.” said R. Shimon ben Gam- 
hel, “but right action, for it is by 
action that Man makes up for his 
shortcomings and (ransgressions.” 

R. Elazar ben Azaniah com- 
pares a person who knows more 
than he perferms to ἃ tree top- 
heavy with branches but without 
enough roots, and therefore liable 
to be toppled by the first strong 
wind. A person whose deeds ex-

with more roots than branches, 
and all the winds in the world 
cannot budge it.” 

Yet, in a discussion in Lod 
about 1.950 years ago, the sages 
reached an apparcntly paraduxi- 
cal conclusion. R. Tarfon held 
that right action is more important 
than learning. and R. Akiva con- 
tended that learning takes prece- 
dence. In the end, the yroup 
reached this Moebius Strip-like 
consensus: learning is more im- 
portant in that it leads to right 
action. 

But there really is no paradox. 
The sages are telling us that learn- 
ing and right action are insepara- 
ble: learning alone, intellect. spiri- 
tuality, principle, not expressed in 
right action cannot stand: and ac- 
tion alone, ee ea con- 
stantly reinforced knowledge 
of the contents, basis and purpose 
of the action, is also not enough. 


AS A matter of fact. the Jews 
were placed under the obligation 
to learn only after committing 
themselves to do a transcendental 
will: “All that God has said we 
will do and hearken to.” they said 
after Moses “took the Book of the 
Covenant [the Tora] and read it 
aloud for all the people to hear™ 
(Exodus 24). 

Ultimately, we live and die 
known only by the meaning we 
chose, the path we walked in our 

time. In a variation of Ar- 
nold’s words, that extraordinary 
philosopher-psychotherapist Vik- 
tor Frankl, who deciares himself a 
secularist, says that Man finds 
meaning and “identity to the ex- 
tent to which he commits himself 
to... Cause greater than himself.” 

And living a life of meaning, 
according to Frankl. requires 
keeping dynamically alive the ten- 
sion between the self and a mexn- 
ing beyond the self. Meaning, he 
says. “has to be prevented from 
coinciding with being.” has to be 
beyond one’s immediate self and 
existence. He compares this to the 
biblical account of the Israelites 
wandering in the wilderness, 
“God's glory.” he writes, “pre- 
ceded in the form of a cloud: only 
in this way was it possible that 
Israel was guided by God. Imagi- 
ne...what would have happened if 
God's presence...had dwelt in the 
midst of Israel: instead of leading 
them, this cloud would have 
clouded everything, and Israel 
would have pone astray.“ 


LEARNING -- and testing. tem- 
pering and enriching one’s knowl- 
edge by action. Acting - and 
checking one’s acts against the tra- 
ditional knowledge and the 
knowledge newly gained by one’s 
own and one's fellows’ ucts.

It's profit-making and has been free of strikes in recent months 


Kupat Holim’s odd subsidiary 


THERE ARE several startling 
things about the Mor Institute for 
Medical Data located on the main 
Tel Aviv-Petah Tikva highway, at 
Buei Brak. It has been an island of 
medical sanity in the turbulent sea 
of the health system during the past 
few months: there have been no 
strikes. no sanctions, no actions of 
any kind to bring pressure an 
management. 

On the contrary, its $0 staff 
members - including 120 doctors 
(most are part-time employees) -- 
have continued to show the same 
“assembly-line™ efficiency and accu- 
racy in performing tests, with most 
departments working two shifts and 
with its two Computerized Tomog- 
raphy machines. working 24 hours a 
day. If anything, the queues, such as 
they are, have consistently become 
shorter, and efficiency and polite- 
ness remain exceptionally high. 

But the most amazing thing is that 
the Mor Institute actually is 2 profit- 
making concern. although wholly 
owned by Kupat Holim Clalit (de- 
Spite its ideologies). 

Strangely enough, Mor was not 
founded by Kupat Holim Clalit. but 
by Sole! Boneh, which 1-4 years ago 
was trying to diversify its sources of 
income, and a Canadian company 
called HIMCO. When Sole! Boneh 
decided to retrench, it sold its 55 per 
cent share ἐν = Holim in several 
stages, and Kupat Holim in 1979 
bought out HIMCO. 

Gideon Leshem, 43, a sabra, who 
has been director-general of Mor 
since its inception, notes that during 
its first year of operations it exam- 
ined 6,000 persons. The next year it 
doubled to 12,000, and it has been 
growing ever since, with its annual 
“work load” now consisting of 
360,000 persons. Two-thirds are 
bandled at Bnei Brak, the other 
one-third at its three branches, in 
Jerusalem, Beersheba, and Rishon 
Lezion. 


NOT ONLY does Mor not cost Ku- 
pat Hotim Clalit money, but it actu- 
ally saves its parent organization 
money. Mor’s main branch lies in 


the centre of Kupat Holim's medical 
complex, which consists of four hos- 
pitals: Beshnson and Sharon in Pe- 
tah Tikva. Meir in Kfar Sava, Ka- 
plan in Rehovot. 

Onc example: Atane time, Maor's 
CTs served ail four hospitals. And 
even today, it does all the work for 
the Sharon and Meir huspitats, and 
handies the overflow patents from 
Beilinson, Kaplan, which some ume 
ago acquired its own CT, still holds 
Mor in reserve. In addition, Mor 
also handles most of the ambulatory 
patients in the greater Tel Aviw area 
who are not referred through the 


sptlals. 
Most of Mor’s patients are re-

ferred by Kupat Holim Clalit doc- 
tors. But the organization also sells 
its services to any patient who re- 
ceives a proper referral from his 
doctor. And while Kupat Holim 
Members pay nothing for the tests. 
others have to pay. For example, 
the charge for using a Holter, a 24- 
hour electrocardiogram device. is 
NIS 130 for a Kupat Holim mem- 
ber, and ΝΙΝ 212 privately. 

“True. this may seem like a high 
Price compared to the cost of many 
other private institutes. But our 
Holter is the most modem (and 
most expensive) in the world and its 
accuracy is many times that of those 
used by other medical institutes in 
Israel. When you take this into con- 
sideration, the price we charge is 
pretty low,” Leshem says. 

One indication of the profits can 
be gleaned from the fact that they 
are being ploughed back into expan- 
sion, and Mor has been steadily ““ex- 
panding at a rate of about 40 per 
cent a year.” Some of this expansion 
is in floor space - a branch of the 
Carmel in Haifa will soon be opened 
— but most of it is equipment. 

The latest acquisition is an instru- 
ment to perform sigmoidscopies, a 
check of the lower gastro-intestinal 
system for disorders or growths. 


Such examinations are rouune in ἔν- 
rael, but the procedure is “uncom: 
fortable." The nes instrument, 
which 15. a thin fleible fibre optic 
catheter, reeves the procedure of 
much of jts discomiurt. Moreover, it

ONE REASON for the pleasant at- 
mosphere at Mor is that most pa- 
tients are not in pain when they 
arfive. As a matter of fact, about 10 
per cent of the visitors are there onty 
toa undergo screening testy so they 
can qualify for insurance policies, or 
apply for various jobs. 

Another is the appointment svs- 
tem used for nearly all evamina- 
tions. These include almost the en- 
tire range of medical examinations -- 
cardiology. lungs, breast cancer, ev- 
necology, cancer-detection, eves, 
hearing, and so on. 

“Most of these procedures are 
only performed upon referral from a 
family doctor.” Leshem says, add- 
ing: “You must remember, we are 
not a medical institute to treat pa- 
tients, only to help spot their ail- 
ments. After we finish our work, we 
sent the patient back to his own 
doctor. On some occasions, when 
we feel it is necessary, we du write a 
prescription for medicine so the pa- 
tient will be able to obtain it before 
he sees his family doctor or 
specialist.” 

The appointment system makes 
possible the 24-hour utilization of 
the two CTs. A patient who is 
scheduled for examination in a 
week's time, may suddenly get a 
telephone call in the evening at his 
home. “This is the Mor Institute. 
We have a cancellation for the CT. 
Can you be here at 3 o'clock this 
morning?”

GENEVA (Reuter) -- World prices 
for dairy exports are going up as 
demand rises and production slips, 
according to figures released yester- 
day by the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (Gatt). 

Gatt’s International Dairy Coun- 
cil, which regulates trade in dairy 
produce, has set higher export 
Prices to apply from now, a Gatt 
spokesman said-"The council of 16 
states: reviews minimum export 
prices for milk fat, milk powders 
and certain cheeses twice a year. 

The spokesman said the new 
prices “to a large extent reflect the 
falling production and reduction of 
stocks.”

Hadera vaccinations under way

The Health Ministry’s large-scale 
Operation to vaccinate 50,000 pupils 
against polio is due to start today, 
the second stage in the unprecedent- 
ed drive to immunize 150,000 peo- 
ple up to the age of 35 in the Hadera 
area. 


_ Over 95 per cent of the popula- 
tion has natural or acquired immuni- 
ty to infantile paralysis, but the cam- 
Paign is aimed at protecting the 
minority. Stage one of the operation 
Was to inject pregnant women and 
babies under a year old with the 
Salk serum. Everyone else is getting 
the orally-administered Sabin se- 
Tum: 50,000 kindergarteners and 
schoolchildren in the second stage, 
and in stage three, some 100,000 
Tesidents under the age of 35 in Ha- 
dera, Binyamina, Givat Ada, 
Pardes Hanna, Atlit, Zichron Ya’a- 
cov, kibbutzim and other settle- 
ments in the Alona and -Menashe 
regional councils, plus 16 Arab set- 
dements including Umm el-Fahm, 
Baka el-Garbiya, Kafr Kara, Arara, 
Fureidis, Karkur, Faradis and Jiser 
a-Zarka. District Health Supervisor 
Hanna Hess estimates the whole op- 
eration will take 10 days to two 


weeks. Vaccination will cost over 
$100,000, . 

On Tuesday morning, the minis- 
ty’s district headquarters in Hadera 
was crackling with tension. Teams 
of doctors, aided by 120 nurses from 
the ministry, prepared lists of, all 
residents in the area, Nurses packed 
serum ampules for shipment to the 
many vaccination stations pri 
for the enormous task. 

Residents were clearly relieved 
that something was being done, fol- 
lowing the polio outbreak that has 
claimed seven confirmed cases and 
three possible cases in the area. 
Calm prevailed, but a panicky hand- 
ful blocked the narrow entrance to 
the offices demanding their vaccina- 
tions on the spot. Hanna Hess told 
them to go home. “You will be vac- 
cinated at the stations near your 
neighbourhoods,” she reassured 
them. “We do not give injections 
here.” One worried father told Hess 
that his daughter seems feverish. 
“What should I do?” he asked fran- 
tically. 

As soon as the van from Jerusa- 
lem arrived with the serum, the 
medics jumped into action in a race 
against the onset of Yom Kippur.

‘Shin Bet prisoner died from suffocation’

A Palestinian prisoner who died 
two months ago under Shin Bet in- 
terrogation suffocated to death, ac- 
cording to autopsy findings commu- 
nicated by the State Attorney’s 
Office to attorney Felicia Langer, 
who represents the man’s family. 

Langer said she received the 
state's reply on Monday, after the 
High Court of Justice ordered that 
the cause of death be reported with- 
in two weeks. The State Attorney's 
representative had objected to re- 
vealing the cause of death, arguing 
that it disclosed the Shin Bet’s meth- 
ods of operation. 

Langer is planning to petition the 
High Court of Justice again to find 
out how Hamdan was suffocated, 
and whether he received prompt 
medical treatment.
